The which time the Lozd bzing haffely vpon 
vs, euen oz his ſonnes ſake Jeſus Chziff our 
Sauiour : to whom with the holy Ghoſt, 
th; perſons and one God, be all ho⸗ 
nour and glozp both now 
and ener, Amen. 
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
